Generally speaking, a well ‘a. 
anced diet offers an abundance of 
vitamins to the adult, but in the 
case of the expectant mother, the in- 
fant and the young child, certain 
additions to the diet. may be and 
usually are necessary. Apart from 
the dairy products, no group of 
foods containg a more adequate sup- 
ply of vitamins than do the ordinary 
vegetables which are 80 easily pro- 
cured at this time of year, and 
which are relatively inexpensive, 

During such critical times ag these 
in which we live, when we are faced 


with an economic depression, or 
following wars or famine, it has 
been noted that difficulties arise 


when the average diet is not up to 
the required standard. At such a 
time deficiency diseases as well as 
certain nutritional disorders occur. 
Thus, the reduction in the price of, 
cotton following the outbreak of the 
great war was responsible, accorda- 
ing to observers, for a great in- 
crease in the number of cases ‘of 
pellagra, a deficiency disease, in the 
plantation areas of the southern 
States. In one section on the south- 
west coast of New Zealand, follow- 
ing upon the earthquake and tidal 
wave disaster of 1929, several hund- 
red cases of beri-beri, another de- 
ficiency disease, and other diseases 
primarily due to a deficient or poor- 


ly balanced diet, made their ap- 
pearance, 
It does not necessarily require 


wars, famines or economic stress to 
provide disorders of thig nature, It 
is well known that mild, or border- 
line cases are widespread. (Over-in- 
dulgence in some particular food, 
whether because of fondness for 
that food or on account of some 
food-fad, is responsible for some 
cases. 


Important as the contribution of 
medical science have been in dispell- 
ing the mists which surround these 
and other preventable diseases 
,there is still, unfortunately a de- 
cided apathy on the part of a large 
number of people in applying know- 
ledge that is so well and so firmly 
established. 

The practical application is to use 
milk and milk products, green leafy 
vegetables and fruits daily.
